The statue was removed to a 
niche above the portals of the tem- 
porary wooden satructure, which 
served the pilgrims of the holy year. 
The old ‘‘Pilgrim’s Bell’’ that crash- 
ed from the belfry of the burning 
etructure without breaking, also 
Was swung above the wooden build- 
ing, where it continued to peal out 
the hours as it had for nearly three 
centuries. before. 

The history of St. Anne’s goes 
back to the early seventeenth cen- 
tury, when France was colonizing 
Canada and the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi.

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CONTROL OF PRIMARIES. 


Senator Borah has revived the question of 
the power of Congress to control primary 
elections. Despite the decision of five out of 
niné of the judges of thé Suprémé Court in 


' the Newberry case, to the effect that the cor- 


rupt practices act of June 25, 1910, amended 
August 19, 1911, could not be applied to pri- 
maries, it is claimed that the court did not 
pass upon the power of Congress undér the 
seventeenth amendment providing for election 
of senators by popular vote. 

The decision of five out of nine members of 
the Supreme Court was to the effect that the 
power of Congress over elections is confined 
to section 4 of Article I of the Constitution, 
which provides that Congress may make or 
alter regulations as to the times, places and 
manner of holding eéléctions for senators and 
répresentatives, except as to the places of 
choosing senators; that an indefinite power in 
Congress can not be inferred; that a primary 
is not an election within the meaning of the 
Constitution; that the seventeenth amendment 
did not create a new méaning of elections, or 
modify the language of the Constitution as to 
elections; and that the exercise of control by 
Congress other than ptescribed in the Con- 
stitution would interfere with purely State 
affairs. ‘The court said that the State, In 
the exercise of its poliee power, ‘‘may sup- 
press whatever evils may be incident to pri- 
maries and conventions.” Justice McReynolds 
read this décision which was concurred in by 
four other justices. 

Chief Justice White agreed to the majority 
opinion in part, but recalled the fact that in 
the Sixty-first Congress, third session, Senator 
Borah reported the resolution providing for 
eléctions of senators by popular vote, omitting 
the words “times, places and manner,’ and 
thus leaving.all control to the States. 
Sutherland offered an amendment restoring 
those words; but the resolution was not agreed 
In the first session of the Sixty-second 
Congress Senator Borah reported a House 
résolution similar to the one he reported in 
the previous Congress, and Senator Sutherland 
offered a minority report and resolution re- 
storing the words “times, places and manner.” 
The Sutherland resolution was adopted, thus 
preserving the power of Congress. 

Chief Justice White held that all doubt as 
to the power of Congress over primaries had 
disappeared. He said: 


I find it impossible to say that the ad- 
mitted power of Congress to control and 
regulate the election of senators does not 
embrace, as appropriate to that power, 
the authority to regulate the primary 
held under State authority. * * I can 
see no reason for now denying the power 
of Congress’ to regulate a subject which 
from its very naturé inhéres in and is ¢con- 
cerned with the. election of senators of 
the United States. 


Justices Brandeis and Clarke agreed to & 
minority opinion read by Justice Pitney, in 
which it was said: 


If Congress has no power to regulate 
the primary élections of senators, the 
States have no such power, and they must 
remain wholly unregulated. * * * The 
résult wotild be to leave the general gov- 
érnment destitute of the means to insure 
its own preservation without govern- 
mental aid from the States. * * * This 
Would render the .government of the 
United States something less than supréme 
in the exercise of its own appropriate 
powers, a doctrine supposed to havé béen 
laid at rest forever. 


This minority opinion raised the query, how 
éan the Senate judge of the election and quali- 


fiéations of its own members if the regulation’ 


of thé process of selecting senators is beyond 
thé cop ‘titutional power of Congréss? 

It is possible that this whole matter may 
be reopened. Certainly it would seem that a 
primary is an essentig! element of the ‘“man- 
ner” of elécting senators, inasmuch as the 
primary sifts out from the population the men 
who are to be voted tipon. As the States 
exercise the right to regulate the manner in 
which sénatorial primaries shall be held, it 
seems obviots that Congress also can make 
regulations Or alter those made by the States. 
The primary is a part of the électoral system, 
and no one disputes the power of Congress 
to regulate that part of the system which 
déals with the times, places, and manner of 
éievtifig senators and representatives. In brief, 
if States can regulate primaries, Congress can 
also; so far as they relate to senators and reép- 
resentatives. The argument that primaries 
are merély party mechanisms, having nothing 
to do with the State electoral system, has been 
nullified by the assertion by the State of the 
power to regulate primaries. | 

The cases of Smith and Vare are not affected 


_ by the possibility that Congress may enact a 


law regulating primaries. The law could not 
be made retroactive with the consent ‘of the 
‘Supreme Court.

education. There is, however, a compulsory 
school law in effect in the District, and 
obviously, should the parent refuse to make 
the payment, one law or the other will have 
to be: broken. In the second place, persons 
living in thé country make a practice of send- 
ing théir children to live with city relatives 
during the school year; and since these city 
relatives have paid taxes, part of which go 
toward school maintenance, it is urged that 
they should be entitled to send a child or 
two to school without making an additional 
payment. 

Apparently the matter is ‘to be settled by 
the courts, and school officials have given 
assurance that for the time being, at least, 
there will be no suspensions. The matter is 
important enough to make early action de- 
sirable. Since the number of such students 
is relatively small, and since a large propor- 
tion of them probably take up residence in 
the District upon*completion of their school- 
ing, it is to be hopéd that the ruling may be 
reversed. 


“GREATEST ERA EVER.” 


In a& recent address Charles M. Schwab 
prophesied the greatest era of prosperity the 
United States has éver enjoyed. He said that 
in the long run the industries of the country 
would show a solidly based progressive trend, 
adding that never had hé6 been so optimistic 
about Amé@ficaéti industrial life as he is now. 

When Mf. Schwab entered the steel busi- 
ness 47 years ago the steel producing capacity 
of the country was about 1,000,000 tons a 
year. In 1901, when the United States Stcel 
Corporation was formed, steel production was 
about 12,000,000 tons. Now it is about 50,- 
000,000 tons. 

Discussing industries from an investment 
point of view, Mr. Schwab held that the great- 
est asset of a business is managemént. In 
these days of wide distribution of stocks the 
management is not in the hands of the stock- 
holders, but is turned over to a manager. This 
manager has a substantial interést in the busi- 
ness and is made responsible for the results. 

Mr. Schwab’s observations suggest that 
modern industry is nof industrial democracy 
as preached by the radical, but industrial de- 
mocracy as preached by those who realize the 
importance and necessity of concentrating pow- 
er and responsibility in the hands of a com- 
petent manager. It is impossible to operate any 
business, especially a very large one, by a 
“town meeting.’’ That is indiistrial de- 
mocracy as preached by the radical and politi- 
cal agitator. 

Sound industrial democracy 18 coopération 
between the shareholders, now including 
thousands of wage earnérs, and the manager. 
This is the secret of the industrial progress 
of the United States, and the continuahce:of a 
high wage scale. Such coopération ought to 
make the approaching yéars the ‘greatest 
era’ in the history of industrial America, 
which Mr. Schwab prophesies.

CASUALTY HOSPITAL, 


Sharing equally with . Emergency hospital 
the task of caring for the city’s unexpectedly 
sick and injured, Casualty hospital occupies a 
position of great importance to the area east 
of Seventh street. Until about a year ago 
Casualty was controlled by Emergency. Last 
December, however, through the efforts of Dr. 
Joseph D. Rogers, present president of the 
board of directors, it became an independent 
institution. Since then the officials have been 
firm in their determination to give to the 
people of the eastern sections of the city ade- 
quate and amplé hospital facilities. 

Casualty occupies at present an obsolete, 
antiquated structure, deficient from the stand- 
point of both medical and operative needs. 
From time to time persons recognizing the 
handicaps under which thé hospital authori- 
ties were laboring, have made bequests for the 
purpose of replacing the structure with a mod- 
érn building. There is on hand a substan- 
tial sum to be applied to the project, hedged in, 
however, with the provision that an equal 
amount must be raised from the public. Now, in 
order that work may be started, it is announced 
that a drive to obtain $250,000 will be under- 
taken by the hospital, starting January 17. 

The new building, of latest construction and 
comparing favorably with any other hospital in 
the city, will have a capacity of 200 beds and 
will be pldeed on land already acquired, im- 
mediately adjoining the present site on Massa- 
chusetts avenue between Seventh and Highth 
Streets northeast. Because this institution 
fills an important place in the life of the entire 
eity, and since the project will fall through 
unless the sum desired is raised, it is to be 
hoped that thé plan will receive the whole- 
héarted support of all citizens.

ELIMINATION OF WASTE. 


In his annual report to Congress Secretary 
Hoover states that the campaign to eliminate 
waste has contributed much to the prosperous 
conditions of the country. The objects of the 
elimination campaign are: 

1. Elimination of waste in transportation 
by establishing adequate equipment and bet- 
ter cooperation. 

2. Utilization of water resources for chéaper 
transportation, flood control and reclamation. 

3. Extensive electrification of the country to 
save fuel and labor. 

4. Reduction of waste in business ‘‘booms’’ 
and reactions. 

5 Reduction of seasonal employment. 

6. Reduction of Waste by standardization 
and simplification. 

7. Scientific research as the foundation of la- 
bor saving devices and sounder methods of 
production. 

8. Development of. coopérativé marketing 
and better terminal facilities. 

9. Stimulation of commercial arbitration. 

10. Reduction of waste in industrial strife. 

The United States for many years has been 
the most wasteful nation on earth. Its abun- 
dance of natural fesourcea; its great wealth, 
now increasing to unheard-of proportionss &%ts 
unprecedented annual national income, its high 
wage scale, and finally its modern plan of in- 
stallment purchases, all contribute to ah extrav- 
aganceé and waste that are appalling to other 
countries. 

Economy applies to national wealth and re- 
sources, and to individual and corporate activ- 
ities as well as to national expenditures. Con- 
servation of natural resources is economy of 
national wealth. Reduction of waste is the 
saving of wealth. : 

The United States probably is at its highest 
level of productivity and accumulation of 
wealth. It is high time to insure this standard 
by establishing better methods ahd utilizing re- 
sources now wasted, instead of merely burning 
up the country’s fat. The Department of 
Commerce has Virtually increased the national 
resources by helping industry to eliminate ex- 
travagance and waste. Billions more can be 
saved by promoting the policy of 6conomy in 
production and distribution. 


QUAINT DISTRICT TITLES. 


For some time the Department of Justice has 
been busy investigating land title matters in 
the District and in the section of Maryland 
adjacent to the District. Yesterday a report 
of the progress of the work was made pubile, 
which, while forming a nécessary part of the 
records of the city of Washington, will be in- 
teresting to the public chiefly because of the 
qudint nomenclature brought. to light. ‘Cabin 
John,” for instance, is a misnomér, for the 
stream of water which flows into the Potomac 
under the bridge conduit of the Washington 
water supply was named after an Indian of 
prominence whose name was ‘‘Captain John,” 
and who dwelt in the valley through which the 
stream flows. 

Along the Potomac, between the District 
line above Chain bridge and the Eastern 
branch, one finds such queerly named tracts of 
land as Bully’s Disappointment and Arrel’s 
Folly. The original patents in Georgetown were 
Salop, or Salom, or Salem, as they appear in 
different spellings of the same tract, then 
Knave’s Disappointment and finally the Rock 
of Dumbarton along Rock creek. Between 
these and the river there wWére laid out such 
small tracts as Noise Enough, Water Piece, 
Conjurer’s Disappointment and _ Frogland. 
There were Widow’s Mite and Mexieo and 
Duddington Pasture and Hog Pen Enlarged, 
together with a tract named Rome, owned and 
occupied by a man named Pope, situated on 
a creek which the owner rénamed Tiber, so 
that, as he said, Visitofs to the New Wofld 
might find a ‘‘Popé in Rome on the banks of 
the Tiber.’’ 

These are the antecedénts of the Mall, Mc- 
Pherson square, Dupont circle, and Peéniisyl- 
vania avehue. The city postoffi¢e niay rejoice 
that the old names have been supersédéd by 
lettered and numbered streets, but one cah not 
but regret that Noise Enough should have 
been taken off the map. We need that name 
worse than ever.

| The Future of Washington j

In the spring of 1923 the American Civic Association began its cam- 
pkign for a régional plan and a permanent plan commission for the 
National Capital becauSe its officers wére appalled by the devastation 
of the wooded hills and sylvan valleys selected by George Washington 
to be the seat of government of the United States. They realized that 
évéry gréat éeity fieéd& periodical restudy and continuous planning if 
its physical arrangeménts are to bear the strain of modern traffic and 
population congestion. 


The re-forming of a committee of one hundred under the leadership 
of Mr. Fréderic A. Delano and the establishment of 75 field com- 
mitteéés on the Fedéral city resulted in a resolve to work first for 


a park purchase commission as the most pressing and immediate 
need. The first year of effort was signalized through the passage 
by Congress of the act setting up the National Capital park commission 
authorized to receive annually one cent for each inhabitant of the 
Continental United Statés to purchase park areas: Particularly it was 
hoped to savé from utter destruction the esséntial sections of the park 
syatéei recommended by thé McMillan park commission 25 years before. 


Need for Open Spaces. 


It ha& long béen recognized by trained planners that parks are abso- 
lutely indispénsable to city living. With the growth of population, 
the increase in apartment buildings and fow houses, the small neighbor- 
hood park becomes a metropolitan necessity for public health and 
happiness. Evénh the économic values of residence property may be 
iitreased by preper provision of faéilities fof outdoor recreation so 
that in the énd the expenditures fof parks may bring increased révenué 
to the Public Treasury. Nor can the progressive modern city hope to 
attract residents unless there are large country parks. Unfortunately, 
however, the large country park of one gené@ration becomes the crowded 
city park of the next, and it is necessary from time to time to add new 
park areas in the surrounding country to provide for the population 
pushing out from métropolitan centers. 


Rock Creek No Longer an Outer Park. 


Roék Creek park which, in Presideht Roosevelt’s day, was a quiet 
country park to be reached by a pleasant, leisurely drive behind horses, 
is today a strip all too harrow, surrounded on all sides by residence 
séctidns or hew subdivisions and reached by automobile in ten minutes 
from the White House. Indeed, thé outer park system of Washington 
is fast becoming an inner park system. This points inevitably to a new 
outer park syS8tem. The poplilation of Washington has almost doubled 
sin¢e the MéMillan report which recommended specifically the prompt 
acqiilsitioh of 63 different areas. In a quarter of a century but 
6 of these aréas had béén secured and many had been lost forever. 
No sleight of hand can restofe the devastated Piney branch to the 
people of Washingtoh and to the nation. : 


THE Plan Commission. 


Having, as was reasonable to suppose, insured the acquisition of the 


mitst important park aréas and laid the foundation for steady future 


éxpahéion of the park system to keép pace with increasing demands, the 
Américan Civic association took up the original purpose of its cam- 
paign, as stated clearly in the report of the committee of oné hundred

issued in January of 1924—the setting up of permanent planning 
machinery. 

In 1925 Mr. Delano invited the public officials and the appointed 
representatives of the American Society of Civil Engineers, American 
Institute of Architects, American Society of Landscape Architects, 
American City Planning Institute and National Conference on Olity 
Planning to discuss and agree upon a measure to bé introduced Into 
Congress. The bill which became a law amended the park-purchase act 
and enlarged the commission into the present National Capital park and 
planning commission... Washington and the country at large are for- 
tunate in the personnel of the commission, both in the seven é% officio 
members and the “four qualified and experienced” planners appointed 
by the President. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, as chairman; Col. U. 8. Grant 8d, 
as executive officer; Hon. Stephen T. Mather, Col. William B. Greeley, 
Col. James F. Bell, Senator Arthur Cappér and Represéntativé F. N. 
Zihlman are at present the ex officio members. Mr. Frederick Law 
Olmsted, Mr. Frederic A. Delano, Mr. J. C. Nichols and Mr. Milton B. 
Medary, under the terms of the act, are giving their services to the 
Federal city. 


Obstacles to Progress. 


The planning work is now well under way. But a stock taking re- 
veals the sad news that, while the three years of united effort to insure 
adequate park purchase have helped, they have not brought the relief 
which was expected. The arrears were too great to be met by limited 
annual appropriations.

Congress,.in its wisdom enacted into law the 125 per cent limitation 


on the purchase price. The comptroller promulgated the ruling that 
the 125 per cent limitation applies to condemnation proceedings as well 
as to the ordinary purchase price. Each year the cut from $1,050,000 
to $600,000 has been initiated by the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia and confirmed in turn by the bureau of the budgét and 
Congress. 

It is indeed evident that the proposed greater park system has be- 
come the victim of.a most complicated situation. If acceleration in the 
purchase of parks is to await upon the solution of the fiscal relations 
between the Federal government and the District of Columbia or upon . 
the clearing up of the procedure for making estimates by the National 
Capital park and planning commission, the landscape of the District 
of Columbia and environs in Virginia and Maryland will be ruined 
beyond repair before the neéded lands can be brought into public 
ownership. ,

Simpson, in calling to the witness 
stand Walter R. Scott, assistant 
State registrar of vital statistics, 
told the court that the State would 
show that the bodies of Mr. Hall 
and Mrs. Mills were Suried without 
proper authorization. Death ‘ cer- 
tificates for the couple, signed by 
Dr. W. H. Long, former county 
physician, who performed the au- 
topsies, were presented as evidence, 
but when the defense counsel ob- 
jected they were withheld pending 
identification of the signatures at- 
tached.

COPPER IS MILD POISON. 


YTHGOE and his associates 
i have found that a fair propor- 

tion of the bootleg liquor sold 
in Massachusetts contains a consid- 
erable dose of copper. The Massa- 
chusetts law requires the State ‘ab- 
oratory to analyze liquor seized by 
the police. Since 1919 the exami- 
nation of such specimens has made 
up a good part of the work of the 
laboratory. 


After Dr. Mallory drew attention 
to the fact that chronic copper 
poisoning is one of the causes of 
cirrhosis of the liver, these liquors 
have been tested for copper. Lyth- 
goe reports chronic copper poiscn- 
ing as one of the dangers which 
threaten those who drink distilled 
liquors. The liquor dissolves ccp- 
per from distilling vat and also 
from copper coils in which the dis- 
tillate precipitates. The amount of 
copper dissolved depends upon the 
acidity of the mash and the concen- 
tration of the alcohol. Liquor dis- 
tilled from cider is high in copper 
because of the acidity. The danger 
is not peculiar to the bootleg stuff. 
Lythgoe managed to get some rare 
old liquors held over from the pre- 
prohibition days. It also contained 
copper. , 


Copper has been fount in 
charged water.

There are some who hold that 
copper is not a poison. Someof the 
interest of the Massachusetts health 
department laboratories in the sub- 
ject of copper poisoning is because 
they lost a food poisoning suit some 
30 years ago. They seized some 
imported peas which had _ bgen 
greened with copper. When the case 
came up for trial, a number of rep- 
utable physicians testified that they 
knew of no proof that copper was 
a poison. 

It is known that oysters, clams, 
crabs and similar ‘sea food’”’ con- 
tain copper. In such animals cop- 
per takes the place of iron in the 
human animal. But it is generally 
accepted now that copper is a mild 
poison. Habitually used in fair- 
sized doses, it finally causes a form 
of cirrhosis of the liver. 

It is recognized now that all the 
heavy metals are somewhat poison- 
ous. Even iron, in large enough 
doses, and kept up for a long time 
may act as a poison. At the other

Negroes Present Petition. 


Asking that claims to representa- 
tion in the District government be 
adjudged by the ‘“‘higher standards 
of civic merit,” colored civic organi- 
zations, through Huver I. Brown, 
secretary of the Federation of Civic 
Associations, filed with the House 
committee investigating District af- 
fairs a statement of their views on 
suffrage, taxes and public improve- 
ments. 

“The ballot should be based on 
moral and intellectual capacity,”’ 
the report stated, “to represent 
thought, conscience and responsi- 
bility. Colored citizens of the Dis- 
trict constitute a group whose at- 
tainments and material develop- 
ment exceed those of any element 
of similar racial identity and nu- 
merical proportions to be found 
elsewhere in the country, in educa. 
tional qualifications maintaining an 
average much higher than that of 
many States where the right of self- 
government is unrestricted. 

“Therefore, the Federation of 
Civic Associations, sensible of the 
responsibilities and obligations in. 
volved in the exercise of self-gov-/s 
ernment, declares its conviction and 
assurance that, wherever and to 
whatever extent the Congress may 
deem it advisable to confer the 
privilege of suffrage on citizens of 
the United States resident in Wash- 
ington, no individual or group of 
individuals will demonstrate a 
higher appreciation of the honor 
or a fuller preparation 
for the performance of duties im- 
posed than will the colored element 
of the electorate.”’ 

This section of the report, pre- 
pared by Dr. George H, Richardson, 
recommended a constitutional 
amendment similar to -that pro. 
posed in the Jones’ suffrage bill. 
That section referring to street im- 
provements and water and sewer 
extensions to suburban sections, 
prepared by W. H. Lewis, called at- 
tention to increased taxes with no 
return to property owners. Sewage 
disposal in certain colored suburbs 
were said to remain the same 
as 50 years ago, with constant 
appeals for help proving fruitless. 
An unfair distribution of public 
funds was charged in development 
of improvements. 

Scores of letters from civic rep- 
resentatives were on hnad for the 
committee when it convened. Sug- 
gestions and thoughts in them are 
to be compiled. It is believed that 
the hearing of civic spokesmen will 
be concluded today. Then the com- 
mittee plans to strike out on’ its 
own. There will be a hearing at 
2:30 o’clock.

Organization Has Membership 
of 50,000 in U. S., 
He Asserts. 

A blessing handed down from the 
patriarch of Israel was bestowed 
on President Coolidge yesterday 
when a delegation of Jewish lead- 
ers attending the convention of the 
Mizrachi Organization of America 
called at the White House. 

The blessing was bestowed by 
Rabbi M. SS.

He 
is an honorary president of the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis. of 
America. 

The blessing in: ten Hebrew 
words. Translated into English it is 
as follows: 

‘Blessed be the Lord for having 
imparted some of His glory upon 
flesh and blood.” 

The delegation was led by Rabbi 
Meyer Berlin, of Jerusalem, who 
was accompanied by Rabbis Mar- 
golis and B. L. Leventhal, of Phila- 
‘delphia, the second oldest rabbi in 
the country, and the other hon- 
orary president of the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis. The rabbis were 
introduced by Rabbi Louis J. 
Schwefel, of Washington. 

New High School Built. 


Such building of cities and gen- 
eral prosperity as Palestine has not 
witnessed since the days of the 
building booms recorded in the Old 
Testament were described in the re- 


port of the general secretary of the 
Mizrachi Organization, Rabbi M. 
Magnus, of New York. 

The new Tachmony High school in 
Tel-Avw, the largest high school in 
Palestine, accommodating 1,00 stu- 
dents, just has been completed, he 
reported. The school was built by 
funds raised by women’s societies 
in this country, he said. A new 
building for the teachers’ seminary 
is planned by the World Mizrachi 
Organization, which has headquar- 
ters in Jerusalem. The Mizrachi has 
devoted its efforts chiefiy to the 
building of schools, religious and 
educational, in Palestine. 

Rabbi Magnus also reported that 
the ..Mizrachi in this country now 
has 250 districts and societies, with 
a membership of ahout 50,000. A 
membership campaign will be un- 
dertaken next year, in which an ef- 
fort will be made to increase the 
membership by 10,000.

Urges Zionist Support.
